a correspondent of the New York Evening 
Post, in Shoreditch, a borough of London on i 
| the north side of the Thames. Shoreditch 
produces daily between .50 and (*> tons of 
| dust and house refuse, and for the removal of 
this to tlio sea by barging it used to pay 3s 
2d a ton. The problem for the municipality 
I was to burn the dust to make electric light, 

| and incredible as it may Heem, this is what is 
being done to-day. The whole municipal 
world is agape with admiration. Every day 
visitors come from the most remote local 
| bodies and depart determined to do likewise. 

Between 50 and 00 tons of refuse are 
brought to the Dust Destructor daily, and 
tipped from the carts into lifts. These are 
I moved by electricity up to the tipping plat- 
| form, run on rails and emptied into bins 
from which the furnaces are fed. There are 
destructor cells, or furnaces, with the 
large heating area of 25 square feet each, and

Saturday, and for this reason lie made the 
first move against them. Soon after tbe 
election of tlie present hoard of selectmen 
complaint was made to them of bicycle rid¬ 
ing on tlie sidewalk, one locality in partic¬ 
ular being that ridden on by one of tlie men 
complained of Saturday. One of tlie se¬ 
lectmen at least gave the officer orders to 
keep bicyclists off tlie sidewalks, while 
auotlier says he lias given no instructions 
whatever regarding the matter. 

One tiling ih certain, there has been con¬ 
siderable sidewalk riding in Monson, the 
walks in some localities beiug used contin¬ 
ually, and tlie riders having gone so far as 
to defy tlie officers iu tlie matter. Espec¬ 
ially is this true on Bridge street, where the 
path formerly used by tlie wheelmen has 
iMie.n covered by a concrete walk, leaving 
the street almost unridahle. Here bicy¬ 
clists have ridden on tlie walk iu defiance 
of warnings, suggesting that if they are not 
wanted there the town should make the 
street ridable (or wheels.

I picked 
out first of all two words which seemed con- 
spicious—namely, “Jasper” and “Borough 
Evidently the first was the name of the man 
connected with the deed, and the second was 
the district in London known by that name. 

I next picked on the word “dull," whii 
as an ordinary adjective seemed out ol place 
in such a dying speech, aud I at once re¬ 
membered the street called “Dull street, 
which was situated in the borough. There 
seemed no doubt that the address giveu was 
in Dull street borough. So far so good. 

Finding no other use for the words 
“stone” and "house,” I ventured to use 
them as the name of residence in Dull 
street, which made my information read, 
“Stone house, Dull street, borough.” On 
looking up the street surely enough I found 
the corner-house called by that name. 

After many hours toil, twisting and turn¬ 
ing, I at length got the words put 
into some sort of shape, and this is how 
they read:

OLD NEWGATE. 

Clear September air, gorgeous autumnal 
loloring, good roads anil bright sunshine ail 
combine to All one with longing to he in tlie 
open air anil far away on some pleasant ride 
through meadows amt orchards, over hills 
aud along valleys filled with the womlerous 
splendor of the harvest season. 

Such a drive is tlie one of eighteen miles 
from Springfield to tlie iuteresting Old New¬ 
gate Political Prison of Revolutionary fame. 

On a sunny slope of Copper Hill, East 
Iranby, Ct., stands the picturesque old ruin 
above a deserted copper miue of the last 
ntury. It is well worth a visit from the 
historical and legendary interest attached to 
tlie spot, as well as from its peculiarity of 
onstruction, it having beeu the only politi- 
:al prisou in our country where a mine has 
been utilized (or sleeping cells and field ol 
labor. Early in our colonial history copper 
here discovered and a company includ¬ 
ing Jonathan Belcher, one time governor of 
Massachusetts, purchased the land aud 
opened a mine in 1714, which was worked 
with varying success till 1773. We read in 
Carroll I). Wright’s recently published "In¬ 
dustrial Evolution ol the United States,” 
This mine furnished the ore for some copper 
coins which were struck in 1837 and 1739 by 
Joseph Higby, a blacksmith of Granby. 
These coins were current for years and were 
known ns tlie Granby coppers.” By orders 
of tlie crown, all the excavated ore must be 
smelted in England, and so but a few years 
before tlie Revolution the mine was aban¬ 
doned and Connecticut took it as a prison 
for state and war prisoners, and many 
Britisli aud Tory captives here toiled and 
suffered, passing the nights iu the dreary, 
noisome underground caverns. About 
ball acre of land was enclosed by a wooden 
palisade surmounted by iron spikes, but in 
1802 the present wall was erected of solid 
masonry, reaching to the height of the pris¬ 
on roofs and wide enough for the sentry to 
pace it to aud fro on his picket duty. With- 
the enclosure are the ruins of three old 
buildiugs, aud the genial guide takes pleas¬ 
ure in showing visitors about and relating 
the many legends connected with the spot 
In these buildings were the kitchen, dining 
room, hospital, chapel, sleeping apartments 
(or the milder prisoners and women, work 
shops, cooper’s shop, smithy and granary 
In the latter is a tread-mill where prisoners 
under discipline ground the grain in squads 
of about a dozen, each division working 
a quarter ol an hour at a time. We are told 
that one prisoner revenged himself for 
blow over the head given as a punishment 
for refusal to work here, by burning the 
buildings of his warden years later when 
both had left the prison. Bits of copper and 
wrought nails, with ruins of the machinery, 
lie about in confusion. 

Perhaps the most interesting of the rooms 
in tlie prison proper are certain basement 
cells, to reach which one descends a flight 
of stairs below a massive trap-door, then 
passes on through two ponderous double 
doors, one opening each way, whose fasten- 
iugs he stops to examine with curiosity 
Each has two huge locks below an iron 
catch with padlock, and in addition heavy 
iron bars are slipped into iron sockets it 
would seem could never be broken. Enter¬ 
ing the cells he finds two rows of bunks on 
each side, where the occupants slept four in 
a bunk, two side by side with the feet to¬ 
wards the feet of the other two, giving room 
for eight on a side, sixteen in a cell. One 
compartment, probably the women’s, has 
twice that number of berths. In the heavily- 
grated windows, one bar, eight inches in cir¬ 
cumference, is cut nearly through, with eight 
or nine little notches above. This was the 
night-work of prisoners, who sawed with a 
watch-spring in the darkness, and filled the 
notch with breadcrumbs during the day. A 
woman at work about the place overheard 
their plans and notified the warileu. They 
were fouuil at their work and those outside 
the bunks were suspended by the wrists lor 
twenty-four hours as punishment. Another 
attempt at eseape was made by all the black¬ 
smith gang, who unlocked the fetters by 
which they were bound to the walls of the 
smithy with keys made of their metal but¬ 
tons, and followed their leader, a desperate 
colored man hearing a red-hot poker, to what 
they hoped would lie liberty. But their ex¬ 
pectations were never to lie realized. A 
fight ensued with the guard, the convict 
leader was shot dead and his followers again 
fettered. 

The old dumb-waiter for food and the 
brick oven and wooden kneading-trough 
eight feet by four, in the kitchen, are 
worth a passing glance, but the 
chief interest for nearly everyone centers in 
the old mine extending below the prison 
buildings aud neighboring houses. Here 
many of the prisoners worked and many 
others, especially the most desperate ones 
slept nights, going down hand over hand on 
a rope, which was afterward drawn up and 
a heavy trap door securely fastened over the 
entrance. 

After procuring candles and torches the 
guide leads the visitor to the dark mouth of 
the mine and he descends a perpendicular 
thirty .oot ladder to tlie utter darkness ol 
the under world. Here the candles are 
lighted and lie explores the dark rocky path 
before him, leading gradually deeper and 
deeper into the rocky depths by a gentle 
slope. He stumbles aud gropes, aud as he 
bends his head in some lonely spot where the 
excavation is not high enough to permit him 
to stand erect, and nearly extinguishes his 
flickering caudle in so doing, he, or at least 
she, earnestly hopes there may be no earth- 
juake to liar the return path, and is grateful 
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silence, worse off thau tlie “prisoner ol 
Chillon.” One can hardly believe in these 
jin deisiecle days that New England was ever 
guilty of such brutal treatment of those iu 
her power, and lie has to remember that these 
aud witch-craft tales are matters of history. 

One of the saddest stories of the prison is 
told here. Au old negro, imprisoned fur life 
for burning a white child to death, while at 
work in the shoemaker's department above 
ground threw some leather in the fire, and as 
penalty was fastened to the staple one sees 
by iron chains attached to each aukle. All 
alone in the sileuce and darkness of the living 
death he was undergoing, he pushed the iron 
hands little by little upward till lie had 
worked them above tlie knees. When it was 
discovered, mortification of tlie calves had 
begun and amputation of both legs became 
uecessary, alter which there was so much iu- 
liguatiou expressed that he was released by 
special pardon. The echo here is peculiar; 
only a low tone will vibrate, a high one has 
no effect. 

Another interesting site, witli its legeud, 
is the lake, a gloomy, cavernous hole which 
makes one draw back shuddering. An out¬ 
let leads three hundred feet from this down 
to an opening in tlie western side ol the 
hill, and through this dangerous and narrow 
passage some prisoners once escaped. It is 
the drain through which the water from the 
mine was pumped out when it was worked, 
but when the place was taken for a prison 
the outlet on the hillside was securely 
barred and walled up. A prisoner one night 
made a voyage of exploration along this 
drainage outlet, anil with concealed hits of 
metal worked the channel larger aud 
loosened tlie rocks and bars at the mouth so 
that he could crawl through. This was not 
accomplished without danger, and lie was 
injured and frightened by a falling rock 
which blocked his return path for a time. 
On the earliest favorable night he invited 
some other prisoners to accompany him and 
made good his escape, hiding in an ever¬ 
green tree during tlie next day and soon 
reaching the coast, where he enlisted as a 
British soldier on a man-of-war, and later 
revisited his Connecticut home. His com¬ 
panions were not so fortunate, were re¬ 
captured and brought back to prison. 

Another place where the visitor looks up¬ 
ward one hundred feet to the light of day, 
proves to he the old shaft for tlie removal of 
the ore. After a long and fascinating ram¬ 
ble through these subterranean passages the 
guide suddenly extinguishes the visitor’s 
candle, conceals his own and leaves tlie 
stranger for a moment iu a darkness long to 
be remembered. But lie is near the foot of 
the entrance ladder, and soon welcomes day¬ 
light and fresh air with a long sigh of de¬ 
light and a fresh wonder that the old mine 
could have been put to such a barbarous use 
for fifty years among a civilized and intelli¬ 
gent people.

MILES AMD K N0T8. 

A statute mile is 5280 feet loug. It is our 
standard of itinerary measure adopted from 
the English, who in turn adopted it from the 
Romans. A Homan military pace, by which 
distances were measured, was the length of 
the step taken by the Homan soldiers, and 
was approximately five feet long; a thous¬ 
and of these paces were called in Latin a 
mile. Tlie English mile is therefore a 
purely arbitrary measure, enacted into a 
legal measure by a statute passed during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth; it lias no con¬ 
nection with any scale in nature. 

A nautical mile, on the other hand, is 
qnal in length to one-sixtieth part of the 
length of a degree of a great circle of tlie 
earth. But tlie circumference of the earth 
is nowhere a true circle; its radius of cur¬ 
vature is variable; hence the nautical mile 
as a matter of fact, depends for its length 
upon the shape as well as the size of the 
globe sailed over; and hence, strictly 
sneaking, the length of the nautical mile 
should varv with the latitude, from 004(5 feet 
at the equator to 0109 feet at tlie pole. Such 
extreme accuracy is not necessary iu nav¬ 
igating, and cannot he well attained with¬ 
out undue labor. The English Admiralty 
therefore have adopted 0080 feet as the 
length of a nautical mile, which corresponds 
with the length of one-sixtieth of a degree— 
or one minute of an arc—of a great circle in 
latitude 48 \ The United States Survey has 
adopted the value of the nautieal mile "as 
equal to one-sixtietli part of tlie length of a 
degree on the great circle of a sphere whose 
circle is equal to the surface of the earth. ’ 
This gives the length of one nautical mile as 
equal to 0080 27 feet, which is very nearly 
the value of the Admiralty mile adopted in 
the English navy. Practically the nautical 
mile is 800 feet longer than the statute mile. 
In other words, one nautical mile is equal to 
1 1515 statute miles; or one statute mile is 
equal to 0 809 nautical miles; or, multiply 
statute miles by 0.809. aud the product will 
he nautical miles.— Harper’s Round Table. 


for the aid and clasp of a friendly hand iu 
the weird darkness. He does not attempt to 
penetrate all the gloomy and tortuous ways 
threading this lower deserted world, but is 
content to follow where his guide may lead. 

He reaches a cylindrical, vertical opening 
and is told to look upward eighty feet to the 
light of day, and downward twenty to the 
reflection of his torch in the water of the old 
well, for it is that he has cut across, and here 
he listens while the guide relates the tale of 
a prisoner who was to be transferred to 
Wethersfield prison, and the night before re¬ 
ceived permission to sleep in the mine. 
During the night he made an effort to climb 
ti the earth’s surface by means of the bucket 
rope, hut it broke and he fell to the water 
below and the bucket struck his head, kill¬ 
ing him instantly. He had earned 5100 by 
work overtime, and as but 550 was found in 
his pockets it was supposed he had bribed 
the keeper with the remainder to neglect the 
usual precaution of lifting the rope and 
fastening down the trap-door over the mouth 
of the well. 

It is but a short distance from here to the 
hunks. Water trickles from the walls and 
runs along the path, making it a damp, 
dreary resting place indeed. The solitary 
confinement cell has a little string of water 
gushing out from one side into a tiny circu¬ 
lar cavity, worn or dug from the rock, as is a 
rough seat beside it. A heavy iron staple U 
driven into the rocky side of the cavern, 
which is about twenty-five feet by ten, and 
the entrance is guarded by a heavy rock 
partition in which is another of the ponderous 
doors noted above. A chill strikes to one's 
marrow as lie hears that for disobedience to 
prison regulations, one was fettered to this 
solid rocky rib of the earth, In the terrible

A LOOM WIT HOUT 
Amid the whirr of wheels and the clatter 
of levers and shuttles in a machine shop in 
Jersey City, an ordinary, medium-sized loom 
weaves cloth without the aid of tlie familiar 
bobbin. The inventor of this self-feed loom 
attachment declares that it will not only do 
away with the bobbins altogether, but will 
save skilled labor, weave all fabrics at a 
reduced coat, and in fact revolutionize the 
weaving industry. To all appearances this 
bobbinless loom performs its work faithfully 
on radically new lines. Instead of an as¬ 
sortment of small bobbins which have to be 
placed in the shuttle by hand, this weaving 
apparatus is automatically fed from a large 
spool of thread bolding a 10-hours’ supply, 
which stands at the side of the loom. An 
important advantage claimed for this im¬ 
proved mechanism is that it will feed a 
number of threads at the same time, using a 
variety of colors simultaneously. The old- 
style shuttle lays on only one filling thread 
at a time; consequently'wlien more than oue 
filling thread is used, as in the manufacture 
of box or basket cloth, the old shuttle must 
make as many trips across the loom as there 
are tilling threads, while any changes of 
color necessitate the stopping of the ma¬ 
chinery and cause delays. 

This self-feeding loom attachment consists 
of two similar parts, one at each end of the 
lay. In order to attach it to an old loom it 
is only necessary to take out the crossbeam 
of the lay, just under the reed, with all of 
its shuttle boxes and other machinery, and in 
ita place set a .square beam similar in size to 
the old one taken out. On each end of the 
new beam is affixed the simple mechanism 
of the attachment which weaves with a eon- 
tinuoussupply of filling thread. The carrier 
of the attachment is only three-quarters of 
au inch in thickness, and though made of 
steel, it is exceedingly light and delicate. It 
passes through the shed with hut one-half 
the opening required by the shuttle, thus— 
the operator explained—doing away with the 
greater part of the strain which, with the 
present shuttle system, breaks the warp 
threads. 

If this new mechanism is to supplant the 
bobbin both time and labor will be saved in 
every factory where looms are operated. 
With the new attachment there are no bob¬ 
bins to be taken out or put in, and the break¬ 
ing of threads is reduced to a minimum by 
the freedom and delicacy with which they 
are paid into the loom from the large spools. 
The chief operator of the exhibition loom in 
the Jersey City machine-shop says that a 
loom with the self-feeding attachment will 
weave 100 yards of cloth in the same time 
that the old loom with the bobbin would 
take to weave 70 yards of cloth, both looms 
running at the same rate of speed. Unifor¬ 
mity of speed is another advantage claimed 
for the new attachment. The let-off and 
take-up of the weft are positive, and there 
being no stoppages of the loom or replace¬ 
ment of threads, the uniformity of the fabric 
is established and for any length of run. 
With looms in which bobbins are used, one 
expert weaver is required to looK after from 
two to six looms, according to the quality of 
thread in use. When the bobbins are re¬ 
placed by the large spool and the self-feed¬ 
ing attachment is used, the loom is supposed 
to look after itself, and one man is expected 
to attend to a whole section of looms.-

Lockhart, 
who narrates the incident, omits to add 
whether the “mankin” duly reached Scott, 
hut no doubt it did. 

On another occasion Scott was less success¬ 
ful in his defense of a house-breaker, hut the 
culprit, grateful for his counsel’s exertions, 
gave him, in lieu of the orthodox fee, which 
he was unable to pay, this piece of advice, to 
the value of which he (the house-breaker) 
could professionally attest: First, never to 
have a large wateb-dog out of doors, but to 
keep a little yelping terrier within, and 
secondly, to put no trust in nice, clever, 
gimcrack locks, hut to pin his faith to a huge 
old heavy one with a rusty key. Scott loug 
remembered the incident, and 30 years later, 
at a judges’dinner at Jedburg, he recalled 
it in this impromptu rhyme:—

THE NEWS ABOUT TOWN. 

Illegal Liquor Sellers Settle-A Small Fire 
This Morning==!Vlore Macadam Road to 
be Built Next Week. 


LKJFOIt SELLERS I’AY FINES. 


They Flead Guilty in the Sui>erior Court 
and Settle. 

Finis was written to an interesting phase 
of Palmer history in the superior court at 
Springfield this week, when the famous 
Palmer liquor cases were disposed of. At 
Wednesday’s session of the court Marcus 
1). Sullivan pletded guilty to illegal liquor 
selling and maintaining a liquor nuisance, 
and was fined §100 on one count, which 
he paid. John Manning pleaded guilty to 
two complaints of violating the liquor law 
and paid a fine of §100 on one. John B 
Dawson pleaded guilty to two charges of a 
like nature aud paid a like amount. In 
each instence sentance was reserved on the 
other count, which means that nothing will 
be heard of it during the good behavior of 
the convicted. Michael Roche of Thorn¬ 
dike pleaded guilty to illegal liquor selling 
and paid a fiue of §50. Miland D. Page of 
Three Rivers defaulted. 

The history of these liquor cases would 
fill volumes of the most interesting reading 
matter if written in full, but a little account 
will suffice to recall the principal features. 

At the town meeting in 1890 the vote on the 
liquor question was a tie, consequently no- 
license was in order. On one ballot 
voter had not marked his cross in the place 
designateil on the ticket, and the balmt had 
been thrown out. The cross was placed 
little bit nearer the yes than the no, and a 
number of license man had the matter taken 
before the supreme court for decision, where 
it was decided that the intention of the voter 
could not be determined and that the ballot 
had been rightly thrown out. A number of 
weeks later at the adjourned town meeting 
two well-known ministers of the town aud a 
Sunday school superintendent were placed 
upon the prosecuting committee. The 
ministers were sworn in as police officers to 
assist them in their work. On the :<0th of 
May a raid was made upon the pool room in 
the Converse House basement kept by John 
B. Dawson. No liquor was seized and at 
that time the matter was not brought before 
the attention of the court. During the sum¬ 
mer no raids were made. In October Wil¬ 
liam Ritter’s team from Chicopee was cap¬ 
tured delivering beer in Three Rivers and 
his conviction followed soon. Within a 
few weeks raids were made on the Converse 
House pool room, the Edmund House 
now the Nassowauno House,—the houses of 
Daniel Matteson, George Dee, Joseph Fon¬ 
taine, Charles Jones and the place of 
Thomas Hartnett in Three Rivers. The 
cases were set for trial on Mouday morning, 
November 9. Just before the court came in 
about 50 warrants were served on the 
various defendants for a number of illegal 
sales, which came as a surprise and was the 
first intimation thtA spotters had been in 
town. From Monday morning until Thurs¬ 
day noon the cases were ou trial, the court 
being in session all day. Eighty-one cases 
in all were tried. A number of weeks 
later the decisions were given. Convictions 
were found in nearly all the cases and fines 
amounting to many hundreds of dollars 
imposed. Appeals were taken, though one or 
two offenders settled afterwards. In the 
December term of the superior court a case 
against John B. Dawson and John P. Man¬ 
ning for maintaining a common nuisance 
was tried. The evidence against the de¬ 
fendants was unusually strong, hut the 
jury, after being given the case, went out 
and did not report until the next morning, 
when they announced that they were unable 
to agree. This caused some forceful re¬ 
marks from the presiding judge and the jury 
was dismissed in disgrace. This circum¬ 
stance called forth comments from the press 
all over the state, and the Palmer liquor 
cases were famous throughout the common¬ 
wealth. At the same session of 
John F. Newbegin was discharged 
one case and the jury was also discharged, 
Newbegin returned to Palmer. Within two 
weeks another raid was made upon his hotel 
and a quantity of liquor secured and other 
valuable evidence obtained. Before the 
warrants could be served Newbegin left 
town. Last April a number of the liquor 
cases came up before the superior court and 
in all, without one exception, convictions 
were secured. With the convictions of 
last Wednesday the struggle of 1896 is at an 
end. Law enforcement, which was openly 
claimed to be of no avail, has triumphed 
right has conquered wrong, and justice, 
though slow, has brought the guilty 
offenders to account and scored a most 
notable victory. 

Michael Smith of Monson was fined §150 
for violation of the liquor law in the superior 
court at Springfield Monday. At the latest 
advices Smith was in jail, not being able to 
secure the money, and anxiously inquiring 
how long it would take to work out his 
fines. 

In the district court this murning John F 
Newbegin pleaded guilty to all the liquor 
cases pending against him in the local court, 
withdrawing his pleas of not guilty. Sen¬ 
tence was imposed upon two cases, illegal 
liquor keeping and maintaining a common 
nuisance, brought before the court last 
October, aud a tine of §100 was imposed 
which was paid. The other dozen or more 
cases are continued from day to day for 
sentence.

TIIE COMING ELECTION 
This being an “off” year politically, and 


tbe reelection of Gov. Wolcott being con 
ceded, politics have been unusually quiet in 
the old Bay State this fall. There has been 
very little speech making,—probably on tbe 
theory that it is of little use to feed bait to 
fish that is already caught,—and very little 
hustling, a condition of affairs readily wel¬ 
comed by all. Tbe change from tbe usual 
state of affairs ought to lie a powerful object 
lesson and argument in favor of biennial 
elections. 

But with this apathy comes the danger 
that Governor Wolcott may not get as large 
a vote as bis record entitles him to, and be 
should receive. Republicans should see to it 
that be gets the largest majority ever afford 
ed a Massachusetts candidate, and to do this 
means that the voters who at such times are 
liable to be indifferent must be induced to go 
to tbe polls.
